Ciano delivered Mu ssolini’s mes­ 
sage that Italy wou ld not come 
intti the war immediately, becau se | 
she was not prepared. Hitler nev­ 
er forgot—or forgave. 
Ciano's movements after the res­ 
ignation of Mu ssolini 
were 
ob­ 
scu re. 
He variou sly was reported 
to have escaped from Italy with 
his wife and children after being 
held prisoner in his apartment in 
Rome. 
Bu t last October it was reported 
from Switzerland he had been lo­ 
cated. disgu ised by a heavy beard, 
living in seclu sion near Verona. 
German troops took him in cu s­ 
tody and he was brou ght before 
Mu ssolini who in a stormy scene 
accu sed him of "deserting Italy in 
the hou r of her trial.”

They claim to hav e found the 
v irus of influenza, but I doubt if 
any of the young bacteriologists 
w ho claim to hav e found the cause 
ev er saw a real ca?c of influenza. 
I mean real bull influenza.

I doubt if the cause of that has 
been found. It may appear again 
in another 30 years af:cr the la« t 
epidemic—say 19 50. But why, how 
or where does it go between epi­ 
demics ? 
Still another disease I am most 
interested in is gout. Rack in the 
sev enteenth century it must hav e 
been v ery prev alent. Two of the 
greatest physicians of the time 
suffered from it—William H ar­ 
v ey, the discov erer of the circula­ 
tion of the blood used to go up on 
the roof of his house and rest his 
hare feet on the leads to cool them. 
And Thomas Sydenham, a con­ 
temporary, sat in the window of 
his house and stuck his bare feet 
out into the open for relief, wav ing 


arthritis coming to the clinic for 
diagnosis are gout. 
One may suspect he has gout 
when : 
1. He is a middle-aged man who 
has attacks of pain and swelling 
in the big toe or elbow jointc 
which come on suddenly, and go 
away completely in a few days. 
Women arc almost immune*. 
2. Anyone who has an attack of 
‘'arthritis” a few days after a 
surgical operation, especially in 
the big toe. 
Treatment is probably best by 
a drug known as colchicine, but 
this does not agree with ev eryone. 
Rest, a hot-water bag, or electric 
pad 
and

standbys. A good way to treat it 
is with contempt.
